1.4 Subdivision 1. Members. (a) The Public Utilities Commission shall consist of five​

1.5 members. The terms of members shall be six years and until their successors have been​

1.6 appointed and qualified. Each commissioner shall be appointed by the governor by and with​

1.7 the advice and consent of the senate. Not more than three commissioners shall belong to​

1.8 the same political party. At least one commissioner must have been domiciled at the time​

1.9 of appointment outside the seven-county metropolitan area. If the membership of the​

1.10 commission after July 31, 1986, does not consist of at least one member domiciled at the​

1.11 time of appointment outside the seven-county metropolitan area, the membership shall​

1.12 conform to this requirement following normal attrition of the present commissioners. The​
